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Dual Purpose 


Lent is a period of penance and 
personal introspection. During these forty 
days the fire of mortification should 
purify our souls of dross and release the 
gold of Christian charity. However, “do- 
ing without” is only half the purpose of 
Lent. It is also a period of time when we 
should “do something about” our spiritual 
lives by taking heavenly inventory and 
getting our spiritual affairs in order. Lent 
presents a glorious opportunity to infuse 
deeper spirituality into everyday living. 

We can instill the supernatural into 
our natural lives by turning our minds to 
God and bringing Him into each thought 
and action of the day. Meditation lifts our 
thoughts to God and helps us attain spirit- 
ual perfection. Leading theologians and 
saints urge us to meditate daily, pre- 
ferably in the morning, so we can plan our 
day according to God’s wishes and open 
our hearts to receive the flood of heavenly 
graces ordinarily blocked by our indiffer- 
ence. | 

Unfortunately meditation seems rath- 
er formidable and mysterious to the aver- 
age lay person. It is an ambrosia which 
we seldom taste. Our minds imprisoned in 
our earthly bodies find it difficult to 
break their fetters and soar heavenwards. 
The affairs of the world claim our time 
and it is hard to cast this world aside and 
get in the mood for deep spiritual concen- 
tration. There are just too many things to 
be done. Because meditation is not abso- 
lutely required in our crowded schedules 
we forego it and busy ourselves with hum- 
drum, routine tasks. 

Some of us neglect this holy practice 
because We think that meditation is an in- 
tense spiritual exercise and we feel in- 
capable of performing the exercise proper- 
ly. But God understands our limited hu- 
man nature. When He speaks to us in the 
Gospels He does not try to bring our 
mortal minds up to heaven’s level. Instead 
He brings heavenly truths to our level of 
understanding by using simple parables. 
He illustrates sublime doctrines with 
common, everyday examples. 

Since we cannot break the shackles 
of our humanity and grasp truths beyond 
our understanding, we must follow the 
example of Christ and strive to bring 
heaven to our level by prayer and simple 
meditations. We can find food for reflec- 
tion in all things if we search with spirit- 
ual eyes. Everything beautiful can bring 
to mind God’s goodness. Every evil should 
remind us of the wages of sin. Every dis- 
tasteful chore can be accepted as a rock 
of duty paving the road to our heavenly 
destiny. 

Profound meditation is a_ spiritual 
science acquired by intensive training. 
However, the majority of us need not 
starve our souls of this spiritual food and 
deny them the manifold blessings pro- 
cured through meditation. If we cannot

than offend that love. 

Therefore, what excuse can we offer for 
eliminating God from our thoughts? If 
our minds become a blank when we try 
to meditate we can find guidance and help 
in a good spiritual book. And no matter 
how busy we are we can always find time 
to think about God. A businessman can 
meditate on the way to work each day by 
asking himself: “What would the Lord 
have me do today? How would He have 
me do it? How would He have done it?” 
If a man sets his mind along heavenly 
paths in the morning his work will follow 
through the day and prove very produc- 
tive, both worldly-wise and spiritually. 

What about busy housewives and 
mothers? Can they lift their thoughts to 
God early in the day?

Faith Healers and 
Their ‘Miracles’ 


C ommentine on the miracles of 
Lourdes in a recent issue, we pointed out 
that the various Protestant denominations 
have not one miraculous shrine amongst 
themselves, whereas we Catholics have 
several. There is no place in this world 
where, under Protestant auspices, one can 
see a bona fide miracle- such as the in- 
stantaneous lengthening of a leg by three 
or four inches, or the cure of cancer or tu- 
berculosis of the bone. At least the agnos- 
tic can argue about the validity of the cures 
at Lourdes, we said, but Protestants have 
not one place where miracles can even be 
discussed. Instead, God reserves His won- 
ders for that Church which Protestants 
vainly contend is a usurper and a fraud, 
the Church which teaches that she alone 
has the true Faith and that all others are 
in error. 

Now, we reasoned, it would be meta- 
physically impossible for the God of Truth 
to connive with error. Therefore, the Cath- 
olic Church, since it enjoys God’s special 
favor, must be the only true religion. 

+ * * 


We received several letters about this 
from Protestants. They did not deny the 
facts of Lourdes nor did they point to any 
miracles being worked at Luther’s home 
in Wittenberg or Wesley’s room at Oxford. 
Their contention was, rather, that mir- 
acles are being worked by Protestant indi- 
viduals known as “faith healers.” But 
until adequate proof is brought forward, 
we deny that these are miracles. 

What sort of proof? Well, we should 
not be judged unreasonable if we set our 
own high standards as a test. Before the 
Catholic Church will accept a cure as 
miraculous, Church law requires that the 
ailment be serious and extremely difficult 


if not impossible to cure by medical 
means. The case is not even considered 
unless it be proved that some. organic 


change has occurred. The cure must be in- 
stantaneous and perfect. There must be no 
relapse. Of the thousands of cures re- 
ported and accepted by the medical pro- 
fession at Lourdes from the first, only 49 
have been recognized as miracles by the 
Church. 

We challenge any “faith healer” to 
submit his “cures” to these tests, to run a 
pore through the gauntlet set up at 

ourdes as described by Ruth Cranston and 
Arthur Gordon in the November issue of 
McCall’s: 

“First there are the medical require- 
ments set up by the Bureau of Medical 
Verifications. This bureau has existed since 
1885 and is officially authorized to ‘pro- 
ceed with the examination of the cases of 
cure on the day when they occur at 
Lourdes, and to note those cases which are 
patent, and which could not be the result 
of forces of nature.’ 

“Any qualified medical man is wel- 
comed at. the bureau, regardless of his re- 
ligious opinions or lack of any. He may 
freely examine the evidence, criticize, dis- 
cuss. It is the study of the cures by men 
of such varying beliefs and viewpoints— 
Jews, Mohammedans, Buddhists, Hindus 
and all denominations of Protestants as 
well as Catholics—that guarantees the 
competence and good faith of the bureau. 

“In 1953 some 1,500 doctors signed the 
register and took part in the examinations 
at the bureau... 

“When a supposed cure takes place, 
the doctor of the pilgrimage takes the pa- 
tient to the Medical Bureau at once for ex- 
amination—and eventual verification—of 
the cure. The patient is examined by the 
doctors who are present at the bureau at 
that time, and a careful report is drawn 
up. There follows a vigorous and ex- 
haustive discussion of the case centering 
around three main questions: 

“Did the illness’ really exist? 

“Is there a cure? | 

“Can the cure be explained naturally?

ere is the report of one who visiteg the 
late Aimee Semple McPherson in her hev. 
day at Angelus Temple, Los Angeles The 
place was so packed that he had to stand on | 
the stage. 

“A number of patients had been hauled 
from sickbeds, some from hospitals.” he 
wrote. “In the excitement of a long. 
drawn-out service, they threw away 
braces, crutches and canes. Doctors after. 
wards told us that the result was pathetio: 
of course the poor people had to be refitted 
again. 

“One man was a tuberculosis victim, 
He was carried to the auditorium on a 
stretcher. A professional ambulance com. 
pany had to handle the transportation. He 
arose from his bed on the stage, walked 
across the platform, and the audience went 
wild with acclamation. Even policemen 
were excited. 

“After his walk, the patient: was taken 
to another room, where he had to lie down, 
The ambulance took him back to the hos. 
pital. The next day the press screamed that 
a miracle had been performed. Within a 
month, on an inside page, his death wag 
recorded, in an obscure item, with no refs 
erence to the miracle.” 

This reporter saw a woman with a 
badly swelled goitre coming up to Aimee, 
As Mrs. McPherson anointed it with oil, it 
visibly went down. According to competent 
physicians, there is nothing very extra 
ordinary about this. And yet the audience 
went wild and the next day the press de- 
clared that the lame walked, the blind 
saw, the dumb spoke. 

. Of course, Aimee was a master at 
showmanship. She always packed her audi- 
torium. There was a: huge organ, a brass 
ensemble, and a choir that would shame 
Fred Waring’s. A dynamic sermon, an ex-

“Faith healing’ represents nothing 
more than the natural power of mind over 
matter. It calls for no special intervention 
of the supernatural. 

For instance, let us say you have & 
headache. As long as you sit thinking 
about it, the pain is fierce. You may take & 
handful of aspirin. Now, regardless of the 
curative power of aspirin, you’ve taken & 
remedy. You feel better even before you 
have swallowed the tablets. re 

Or you may go to a physician. You 
have such confidence in his knowledge and 
medicines that you can hardly help being 
healed, even if he only prescribes sugar 
pills. . 

A religious person at a revival meet- 
‘ ing, then, is all set up for a cure. He has 
confidence in the healer, who he believes 
is God’s agent. At the moment suggested 
jhe ee he believes himself cur 
perhaps he is.

The Holy Father, on the.other hand, has issued so many 
appeals for cooperation of Catholics with their non-Catholic 
fellow-citizens during the decade of his reign that he can 
justly be called the Pope of Cooperation. He has termed 
such cooperation ‘necessary and urgent.’ ” .

In other 
words, the young person stepping for 
the first time into freedom needs 
someone with whom he can talk man 
to man and who will treat him like 
a man, with no tendency to remind 
him in any way that he is still a boy. 
(This latter remains the unpleasant 
job of the parent.) 

The function of ushering a youth 
into freedom can’t possibly be done 
by any one who is near his own age. 
An older boy or girl can’t do it. It 
must be done by an adult who knows 
how to treat a youth as an equal, and 
there are not too many people who 
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relieve them from having to make up 
their own minds, making their own 
free commitments to the cause of God. 

What people fear more than 
jumping from the pinnacle of the 
temple, more than risking life or limb 
in some dare-devil exploit, more than 
gambling their belongings or reputa- 
tion away, is to give themselves heart 
and soul to the simple plans of God 
for human existence. Most people 
seem to miss the best chance of great- 
ness by not finding it in the everyday, 
ordinary events of life, in the family, 
in work, in people. The devil’s trick is 
to have us look elsewhere for our 
greatness than in our humble condi- 


tion. “It is written, do not tempt the . 


Lord thy God.” 

A third temptation that presents 
itself to man and therefore to Christ, 
because He, too, was human, was the 
temptation to solve the world’s prob- 
lems by means of organization, power. 
“All kingdoms of the world I shall 
give you,” if only you would give up 
the tedious task of trying to save 
minds and souls and wills, and, in- 
stead, would marshal people, organize 
them and bring about an external rev- 
olution instead of an internal one.

Naturally this religious element of 
conjugal love cannot be cultivated where 
religious faith is lacking. Without this, 
love, as has already been stated, will easily 
make demands that cannot be fulfilled.

We have lost simplicity, and with it 
the sense of the sacred.

all who believe in a personal God to recons 
war-shattered world, saying: “It is therefore ph ged. 
first importance at the present time that Catholics. and 
all those who acknowledge and adore a personal God 
and observe His commandments, should be conscious 
of their strength and not let themselves be intimidat- 
ed. Let them realize how much they, and only they 
can really and effectively contribute to the task o 
reconstruction, remembering that this will never be 
brought to a successful issue unless it is founded on 
justice, order, and freedom.” 

Speaking on the Feast of St. Eugene in June, 
1948, Pope Pius XII appealed to Catholics to join with 
those outside their ranks in the struggle for social 
justice, saying, “Neither should they (the Catholics 
of the whole world) hesitate to join forces with those 
who, remaining outside their ranks, are none the less 
in agreement with the social teaching of the Catholic 
Church.” 

In the encyclical, “Sertum Laetitiae,” His Holiness 
makes a moving appeal for the harmonious coopera- 
tion of all those outside the fold in the mighty task of 
world reconstruction. “Power,” he points out, “must 
not be dissipated through disunion but rather 
strengthened through harmony. To this salutary 
union of thought and policy, whence flow mighty 
deeds, in all charity We invite them, too, whom the 
Church laments as separated brethren.” 

On the occasion of his elevation to the Chair of 
Peter, the Holy Father was deeply touched by the good 
wishes and the assurances of prayers that streamed 
into him from so many people of different faiths. In 
moving terms he reciprocates their expressions of es- 
teem and friendship and stresses that the one aim of 
his Pontificate is to help all to share abundant life 


and happiness. 
Love Binds All 


“Nor must we forget,” he declares, “to say how 
welcome were the good wishes and prayers of others 
who do not belong to the visible framework of the 
Catholic Church. In their generosity and honesty they 
could not bring themselves to forget all those links 
which bind them to Us, our common love of Christ’s 
person, our common belief in God. 

“Let them accept this expression of Our grateful 
good will. We commit them, one and all, to God’s care 
and God’s guidance; and We give them the solemn 
assurance that the one aim which inspires and directs 
Us is that of constantly following the Good Shepherd’s 
example, so that We may lead all into that happiness 
which alone deserves the name, so that all ‘may have 
life and may have it more abundantly!’ ” 

Then His Holiness stresses the kinship and love 
which ought to bind all human beings to one another. 
“The first error, disastrously widespread in our day,” 
he points out, “consists in losing sight of that kinship 
and love which ought to bind human beings to one an- 
other. Such love is called for by our common human 
origin; it is called for by our reasoning faculty by 
which man is distinguished.” 

In the encyclical on “Mystici Corporis Christi,” 
Pope Pius XII takes cognizance of the genuine good 
will existing between Catholics and those “outside the 
fold” and stresses the importance of the “bond of 
brotherhood” and the “fellowship in charity” which 
will enable men of good will, working together, to 
accomplish so much for the good of the human family. 

In view of all these earnest appeals for the col- 
laboration of the Catholics of the world with “all men 
of good will” for the achievement of worthy objectives 
which no single group working independently could 
possibly achieve, it will be seen how right America 
was in saying that Pius XII might well be called the 
“Pope of Cooperation.”

1870, he was the youngest 
bishop in the Catholic 
Church. In 1887, he became 
Archbishop of Baltimore. 


This outstanding man 
wrote ‘several books. “Faith

Cardinal Gibbons was a 
man of resource in carrying 
out church affairs.

Berore we get too far 
into Lent, I think we ought 
to ask ourselves a question. 
It is this. “Which are better, 
the do’s or the don’ts?” Or 
we can ask it in other ways. 
“Is it better to do something 
during Lent, or not to do 
something?” “Is it better to 
stop doing something that 
you usually do, or to do 
something extra?” 

Most of the time, I know, 
boys and girls begin Lent by 
giving up something.

And, 
of course, it is good for all 
of us to give up things like 
these, provided we give them 
up for the right reason. 

But I think that if we go 
through Lent only giving up 
things it is hard for us to 
understand why we are do-

, You see, Lent has only one 
purpose. That purpose is to 
re us make our love of 

stronger. If, at the end 
of Lent, we love God more 
than we did at the begin- 
ning, then Lent was a suc- 
cess for us. If, at the end of 


Lent, we can fight tempta- 


want to do something. We 
want to love God more. And 
it seems to me that if we 
change some of our don’ts to 
do’s we can understand this 
more easily. | 
Suppose, for example, that 
instead of giving up candy 
you make up your mind that 
you are going to make a five- 
minute visit to Our Lord in 
the Blessed Sacrament every 
single day during Lent. Don't 
you think that you will feel 
right away that you are do- 
ing something to help your- 
self love God more? 
Suppose that, instead of 
telling yourself that you will 
not quarrel during Lent, you 
make up your mind to say 
something nice to all of the 
people you do not like very 
much, every time you see 
them.” =: 
There are lots of things 
you can do during Lent. And 
you can even mix up the dos 
and the don’ts. The impor- 
tant thing is to remember 
just what Lent is for. It 1s 
not a game. It is a time for 
training your soul to 
strong with the love of God.

STIMULATING PLAY 


The most literate and stimulating play 
on Broadway this season is a thoughtful 
comedy by Enid Bagnold. Entitled The 
Chalk Garden, its text is now published in 
book form (Random House. $2.95). 


Anyone who has seen the expertly 
staged production starring Gladys Cooper 
and Siobhan McKenna, will want to read 
the play, to catch nuances which may have 
been lost in the rapid fire of the spoken 
dialogue, to renew the pleasure to be had 
from Miss Bagnold’s neatly minted lines, 
and to see how cleverly the whole is fitted 
together. And those planning to see it, can 
insure fuller appreciation by familiarizing 
themselves with the text. Those who have 
not seen, or will not see, The Chalk Garden, 
will also find the text a rare treat. For it 
is seldom that a play so admirably written 
and so crackling with wit, is so piercingly 
truthful in its exploration of human va- 
garies, 


FIGHT FOR FREEDOM 


The books reviewed above give favor- 
able accounts of the English. Not so Guerilla 
Days in Ireland (Devin-Adair. $4) by Tom 
Barry, commandant general in the Irish 
Republican Army during the fight for Irish 
independence from 1919 to 1921. 

Perhaps I should not give the impres- 
sion that Mr. Barry is unreservedly anti- 
English. He burns with anger at the treat- 
ment of Ireland by the English for seven 
centuries. He is fiercely indignant at the 
barbarous methods used to stop Irish in- 
dependence from 1919 to 1921. He has a low 
opinion of the English as fighting men. But 
he grants that there were Englishmen who 
saw injustice in English usage of the Irish, 
and atrocity in the hideous program of re- 
pression carried out after World War I. 


His book is specifically concerned with 
the feats of the West Cork Brigade of the 
I.R.A., and particularly with those of the 
flying column which, by guerilla tactics, 
inflicted defeat on the far larger, better 
trained, better armed, better equipped and 
supplied English forces. 

What he tells, he knows at first hand: 
his own experiences are the substance of 
this work. He writes well, making complex 
military undertakings intelligible; giving 
a graphic picture of ambushes, skirmishes, 
major battles; harrowingly portraying the 
terrorism and torture to which the English 
resorted: and demonstrating the valor and 
resourcefulness of his own people, from 
those heading the movement in Dublin to 
those in garrison towns or lonely country 
cottages. Terrible days, not without glory, 
live again at the touch of his pen. 

Though reconciliation and cooperation 
are now desperately needed throughout the 
western world, it is not amiss, indeed it 
may be profitable, to remember that hor- 
rors which we now think the exclusive 
practice of Nazis or Communists, were per- 
petrated in and against Ireland only a little 
over a generation ago. ; 

One of the unhappy features of this 
book is its reminder that in the fight for 
freedom Irishman was, on occasion, against 
Irishman, and unity and obedience under 
the bishops were sometimes breached.

Am I preaching “Get more and 
Catholics into the Motion Picture indeiee 
and things will be better!”? As Archie on 
Duffy’s Tavern used to say, “Perish For- 
bid!” Catholics can produce lousy movies 
as well as great ones. As Msgr. Middleton 
stressed in his speech, good will is no 
substitute for good work. “When Art and 
Prudence — not prudery — are wed,” 
said he, “the creative spirit of God will 
have touched your wonderful industry.” 


High ideals must be backed up with 
talent and initiative and our schools, for 
the most part, have failed in turning out 
Catholics of high artistic calibre. We are 
notoriously backward in our recognition of 
the meaning and impact of the mass media. 
a, Journalism today is just becoming 
recognized by the more advanced schools 
and by organizations such as the Catholic 
Institute of the Press (which conducts pro- 
fessionally taught evening classes for New 
York area aspirants). 


The other media, such as television 
and motion pictures, are relative strangers 
to the Catholic campus. Hidebound admin- 
istrations, using “cost” as an excuse, wrong- 
ly feel that all mass media training would 
be in “How To” rather than “What To 
and Why.” New and tender Communica- 
tions departments are asked: “Whom have 
you produced?” But they in turn can ask 
the Liberal Artists ““Whom have you pro- 
duced?” While works of others are duti- 
fully studjed, creative thought is rare at 
the time it is most needed. 


Perhaps Catholic colleges should give 
attention to an idea of Mr. Martin Quigley 
Jr., Editor of Motion Picture Herald, who 
suggests that universities cooperate and 
specialize in order to turn out first rate 
Catholic scientists (atomic reactors and 
equipment is very expensive) and com- 
municators. 

Few students and young people are so 
confident in their talent or padded in their 
purse that they can set out from home 
with toothbrush and exposure meter to 
brave the celluloid jungle and command 
studio gatemen: “Tell Mr. Schary I’m here 
and I wanna make great movies.” 


Once in the business young talent can 
work its way up, but training? No. 

It’s startling to realize that an industry 
as large as Motion Pictures hasn’t yet set 
up training programs for future leaders. 


The University of California at Los 
Angeles and the brilliant producer-director 
team of William Perlberg and George Seat- 
on have recently completed a small experi- 
ment in this line with five graduate stu- 
dents (three from outside the country). 
They let the students sit in on the planning 
and production of their new Paramount 
picture, The Proud and Profane. The stu- 
dents will then do a thesis on 16 mm, film 
purchased for them by a group of fifteen 
Hollywood personalities interested in the 
small experiment. 

Years ago filmakers could growl 
“G’wan wit ya — we ain’t got time to train 
people!” But things have changed. TV and 
other competition makes it imperative that 
movies improve to hold their audiences. 
But who originates the product so well put 
together by the technicians, packagers, dis- 
tributors and exhibitors such as those at 
the Communion Breakfast? The writers 
and creative personnel who handle the 
ideas. 

One studio executive once told me he 
preferred to let such people become estab- 
lished on their own and later offer them 
good money to come to work for him. This 
view saved him a few pennies in training 
young’uns who might be spirited away by 
other studios (if not under contract) but I 
believe in the long run he’s losing dollars. 

Material is getting scarce in the enter- 
tainment world. New stuff is demanded, 
and the supply just doesn’t reach this de- 
mand. Even television is training new- 

mers.
